-■all uni  is  preferable  to  the  “blind]  tiger" 
the  following  from  the  Vicksburg  (l  1 era  Id 
of  the  11th  instant  emphasizes  the  axio- 
m *tie  proposition  that  the  open  saloon  is 
e-sentially  an  outlaw  and  antagotwstic  to 
the  laws  of  man,  the  laws  of  decency  and 
the  laws  of  God.  Read  the  proof  which  is 
only  in  the  nature  of  cumulative  ek  idence 
in  support  of  an  ancient  indictment, 
clip|x-d  from  the  Vicksburg  Herald  of  July 
1th  : 

“A  majority  of  the  saloon  keepers  of  the 
city  were  lined  uj)  liyforc  Judge  Atvlerson 
yesterday  morning  and  warned  Ibv  his 
honor  that  the  Sunday  law  must  ll>e  ob- 
served. Judge  Anderson  called  tlil-ir  at- 
tention to  the  fact,  that  they  liadl  plead 
guilty- to  indictments  found  against!  them 
at  the  last  term  of  court  and  that  lie  had 
sus|X-nded  sentences  on  their  promises  to 
observe  the  law  in  future.  While  he  lkad  no 
evidence  that  these  promises  liadl  lieen 
broken,  the  judge  stated  that  rumors  had 
reached  his  ears  to  ttye  efleet  that  wjhisk v 
irign  were  not  living  up  to  the  agrevinent. 
Tiic  judge  further  served  notice  that  ip  sus- 
pe-pding  sentence  lie  was  acting  in  lgood 
faith  and  that  he  cxjxeted  the  liqtlondeal- 
erA'  to  do  likewise.  In  conclusion.  Judge 
Anderson  announced  that  if  he  foiiml  that 
the  law  \\gtf  lxing  violated  he  wduhl  im- 
pose the  penalty;  that  it  the  grandtjurv 
failed  to  indict  he  wtgtjdd  keep  on  unJtil  he 
got  a jury  that  wottkli  indict.

1.  Wccanlnot  kgV  that  annual  calls  arc 
Scriptural,  or  that  they  are  unscriptural, 
so  far  as  the  letter  pf  the  Scrijitures  goes. 
But  the  general  sweep  of  the  spirit  or 
teaching  oV  tne  B<j>ok  seems  to  favor  unlim- 
ited calls. 

2.  Yes;  and  i|x|x*rience  in  most  cases 
confirms  tliij*  opinion.  - Jlu-n?  arej  many 
reasons  why  an  unlimited  call  is,  as  a rtllc, 
lx-st.  We  may  later  set  these  out  in  order. 

3.  Of  course,  if!  the  custom  is  unscriptu- 
ral,  it  ougljit  jto  lie  abolished.  But,  so  fqr 
as  we  know,  therf  is  no  statement  in  the 
Book  which  cleanly  proves  that  it  is  un- 
scriptural. This  ih  a matter  about  which 
each  church  must  yxercisc  its  own  wisdom.

, before  the  punishment  is  Ix-ing 
The  human  family,  as  a whole, 
do  some  things  without  God’s  sanction. 
One  may  commit  suicide!  so  a whole  com- 
munity or  nation  do  the  same  thing  by  vi- 
olating a divine  law.  Slavery  existed  here 
once  and  large  tracts  of  fertile  land  were 
worn  out  and  turned  into  old  fields  and 
gulleys.  What  was  left  has  lxen  doctored 
with  commercial  fertilizers  and  so  worn 
and  wasted  that  there  is  not  enough  hu- 
mus in.  them  to  attract  rain  when  once 
they  become  dry,  and  this  is  generally  in 
May  or  June;  and  when  the  fain  does  come 
our  prayers  are  answered  in  thunder  claps, 
wind,  hail  and. gully-washers. 

Our  reckless  system  gives  us  extremes  of 
weather;  when  it  is  dry,  it  is  too  dry,  and 
when  it  is  wet,  too  wet.  Away  out  in  In- 
dia it  is  dry  there  and  they  look  for  anoth- 
er famine,  and  it  is  a cotton  country  also. 
The  question  for  us  to  study  is,  how  long 
it  will  lx  before  we  have  India  at  home. 
Greed  in  the  human  heart  is  a principal 
that  needs  no  cultivation.  A man  may 
strut  around  in  self-importance,  anil  the 
disease  is  catching,  anil  there  is  nothing 
that  v\  ill  do  more  good  than  reverses  in  his 
business,  as  we  have  no  law  that  will 
abridge  his  freedom  of  thought. 

I am  one  that  believes  that' we  can  so 
farm  that  we  can  drive  rain  off  in  May  and 
June,  when  we  most  need  it.  Around  our 
large  cotton  fields  any  observant  farmer 
sees  that  the  rains  skirt  the  timber,  if  there 
is  enough,  before  the  open  lands  get  it,  and 
what  is  the  cause  of  this.  1 want  to  know? 
Our  habits  are  so  fixed  and  transmitted 
down  that  it  is  a hard  matter  to  unfix 
them,  and  the  Lord  of  Hosts  makes  us  in. 
stru mental  or  susceptible  of  punishing  our- 
selves. We  can  sin  by  making  ten  acres 
unproductive  while  we  only  improve  one, 
and  there  may  lx  some  or  a great  many 
that  won’t  stop  to  think  about  these  mat- 
ters. The  old  Mosaic  law  lies  in  the  musty 
volumes  of  the  past  and  every  one  is  going 
it  on  his  own  hook  and  the  divine  law  is 
shelved  in  most  of  our  businesses.

I have  felt  constrained  a few  times  to  dis- 
sent from  the  views  expressed  bv  Dr.  R.  A. 
Venable  on  this  subject;  but  I now  feel  it 
is  my  duty,  and  great  pleasure  to  most 
heartily  endorse  the  following  from  him, 
taken  from  a sermon  outline  hej published 
in  The  Baptist  for  July  10: 

"The  born  of  God,  though  he  may,  and 
alas  too  often  is,  guilty  of  sin  As  an  act, 
but  sin  is  not  realized  in  its  esse  asp,  because 
it  does  not  arise  from  the  controlling  pur- 
pose of  his  lile.  It  is  not  the  assertion  of 
the  permanent  stage  of  his  w ill  against  the 
paramount  authority  of  God.  The  divine 
life  imparted  in  the  new  birth  (places  the 
will  of  the  lielievcr  in  .a  cooperant  state 
with  that  of  the  Father.  Withl  Christas 
the  unifying  center  of  the  believer's  life 
with  that  of  God,  his  whole  bding  is  held 
to  God’s  order.  Other  influences  may  op- 
erate upon  hrm,  but  they  cannot  wrench 
him  from  the  orbit  of  the  new  creation. 
The  permanent  state  of  his  w ili.and  hence 
the  type  of  his  character  is  divinely  set. 
The  real  center  of  his  being,  ffvhich  is  di- 
vinely fixed  remains  undisttirljpd,  because 
greater  is  the  power  of  God  in  the  renewed 
soul,  than  the  power  of  the  wicked  one.”

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words  uttered  by  President  iAmar  In 
his  great  message  to  the  Texas  con- 
gress in  1839,  insisting  upon  the  estab- 
lishment of  a general  system  of  educa- 
tion  throughout  the  young  republic: 
‘■Cultivated  mind  is  the  guardian  gent- 
us  of  deimx-raey.  and  while  guided  and 
: controlled  by  virtue  Is  the  noblest  at- 
tribute of  man.  It  is  the  only  dicta- 
tor that  free  men  acknowledge,  and 
ihe  only  security  that  free  men  de- 
sire." 

On  the  other  hand,  the  greatest  foe 
to  democracy — stealthy  subtle,  unre- 
lenting and  undermining — is  an  illit- 
erate citiaenship,  with  or  without  the 
powerful  weapon  of  the  elective  fran- 
chise. Universal  education  saturated 
with  moral  principle  is  the  only  sari 
-end  enduring  foun.lvtio  of  a republic. 
Our  constitutional  fathers,  therefore, 
showed  consummate  statesmanship  in 
vdxptlng  the  motto  afterwards  enun- 
ciated by  Lord  Macauiy;  "The  first 
business  of  a state  is  the  education  of 
its  citizens.” 

The  whole  doctrine  of  pubic  educa- 
tion grounds  upon  the  idea  that  illit- 
eracy is  dangerous  in  the  body  politic. 
Statistics'  are  appalling  and  overwhel- 
ming. showing  the  immediate  and  al- 
most mathematical  relation  of  Ignor- 
The  criminal  classes 
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moans  reserved  <>nj  deposit  of]  J.llOO.  For  cntnloi 
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1 sta- 
hum- 
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•nee  and  crime, 
ire  largely  recruited  from  the  Illiter- 
>te.  The  state  therefore  taxes  all  her 
-itizens  in  order  to  furnish  instruction 
0 the  children  of  the  poor.  By  this 
means,  as  history  has  trinmphiantly 
rindi<«ted.  she  deceases  crime,  reduces 
the  expenses  of  the  government  and 
multiplies  the  productive  capacity  of 
'ahor,  thus  adding  to  her  sources  and 
supply  of  wealth.  It  is  argued,  and 
wisely,  that  the  state  had  better  expend 
oney  on  schools,  and  thus  Improve 
her  citizenship,  thin  to  increase  her 
vutlay  for  courts  of  Justice,  shelters 
for  the  indigent  and  a large  and  expen- 
sive constabulary.  The  able  and  volum-

>f  education,  under  the  editorship  of

and  strike  a death  blow  at  one  o?  the 
•tost  sacred  and  vital  principles  of  de- 
mocraey.  No  state  can  do  it  and  pre- 
verve her  eoostitutional  integrity.  Au- 
tf  cracies  and  monarchies.  In  which  one 
man  rulev  and  the  classes  control,  mav 
consistently  adopt  juch  a scheme  of 
education,  but  no  republic.  In  which  th® 
Dconle  reign,  and  every  citizen  Is  the 
neer  of  the  realm.  There  is  no  possi- 
ble grounds  for  the  state  to  base  an 
argument  in  snpport  of  a position  by 
wh'ch  she  grants  snhool  privileges  to 
my  child  and  denies  them  to  my  poor 
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
